A RETROSPECTIVE

When historians of the future turn their attention to the rise of the numismatic literature market in the 
United States, they will find that the early days of that history are tied inextricably to the career of one man: 
George Frederick Kolbe. Not because Kolbe was the first numismatic literature dealer, nor even the first major 
dealer of this ilk. Not because he wrote the definitive reference book on the topic, nor because he amassed the 
greatest personal collection. Not because he has held more sales than any other numismatic bibliopole, although 
in fact, that is a true statement. Rather, Kolbe’s place in U. S. numismatic literary history—indeed, his status as 
indistinguishable from that history—lies in the fact that his catalogues, the 100th of which you are holding in 
your hands, comprise in their entirety the most comprehensive annotated bibliography of the literature of nu¬ 
mismatics of all nations, and all times. The quality of the collections, the variety of the offerings, and the percep¬ 
tive annotations describing all of this diversity, make Kolbe’s oeuvre the definitive record of the rise and flowering 
of the numismatic literature hobby in the United States from the mid-1960s to date. 

Delve into every great American collection formed from the late 1960s through the present—those of Craige, 
Champa, Mendelson, Adams, Bass, Smith, Ford, and Hamelberg, and you will discover that Kolbe played a key 
role in building them and—among those who have disposed of their holdings, with but one exception—the lead 
role in selling them. Kolbe catalogues have thus served the function of the hobby’s marketplace, providing the 
basis for valuations and an indispensable commercial record. More than that, his annotations connect the lives 
of the authors and the subjects of their literature into the broader world of history, arts, and culture. If such a 
thing as a degree in numismatic literature exists, it is to be earned by a close study of the pages of these 100 
catalogues. 

Given this legacy of commercial and scholarly success, it will surprise many readers to learn that its author did 
not spend his early professional years in the fields of finance or the academy. Instead, Kolbe made his living in a 
far more prosaic calling: that of a grocery story manager. He was a numismatist and a bibliophile by avocation 
then, but he passed his days tracking the foodstuffs and household products that lined supermarket shelves. In 
those pre-computer days, however, inventory control for a grocery store taught habits of exactitude and pains¬ 
taking observation that later would serve Kolbe well in his new calling of bibliopole. In this sense, then, his 
background provided superb preparation when he decided, in 1967, to “trade food for thought.” 

There was little in his early publications to foreshadow the works to come. Linda Kolbe, George’s wife, pains¬ 
takingly typed out his first fixed price list, using the ultimate in late 1960s document duplication technology— 
carbon paper—to make copies for mailing. After a dozen or so price lists were disseminated, Kolbe’s growing 
following necessitated graduation to printed catalogues, and assorted experiments in marketing, such as a “Dutch 
Auction” and a couple of intriguingly named Olla Podridas. 

In 1976, the year of the U. S. Bicentennial, Kolbe issued his first auction sale of numismatic literature, featuring 
the collection of Lewis M. Reagan. Although relatively modest in terms of size and scope, the collection was well 
described, and served notice on the small community of numismatic bibliophiles that there was a new kid in 
town, a worthy competitor at last to Frank Katen, who had long defined the center of the American numismatic 
bibliopole universe. Seven more auction sales followed during the next five years, with both collections and 
Kolbe’s cataloguing exhibiting progressively greater depth. All of this was but a prelude, however, to the seismic 
events of 1981, which proved to be the year that the modern history of U. S. numismatic literature really began. 

In that annus mirabilis, Kolbe’s Ninth Sale offered an unprecedented array of literature, much of it deaccessioned 
from the collections of the Essex Institute, but also including duplicates from the advanced collection of Armand 
Champa and the library of Kenneth Lee. When the collecting fraternity gathered for the sale, held at the Conven¬ 
tion of International Numismatists Convention in Los Angeles, they resembled Assyrians coming down like a 
wolf on the fold. Remarkably, although the great bull market in coins of the late 1970s and early 1980s was by then 
just a fond memory, a new bull market in literature was launched that day. Prices realized were stunningly high, 
so much so that, for the first time in history, results from a literature auction pushed coins down below the fold 
of the numismatic press. Some of the prices paid—such as $9,000 for a Chapman Catalogue—would still turn 
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heads today, and in 1981, they were simply sensational. Collectors and dealers alike were forced to take notice of 
this upstart hobby. Never again would numismatic literature be the invisible country cousin of the coin world. 

It is hard to overstate the impact of Kolbe’s Ninth Sale. The publicity it garnered drew new collectors to the 
literature hobby as nothing before it had. This influx gave a critically important and preternaturally timely boost 
to the infant Numismatic Bibliomania Society, co-founded just the year before by Jack Collins, the man who paid 
the long dollar for the Chapman Catalogue in that sale, and by George Kolbe. And Kolbe nurtured those new 
members by serving as President of the infant society and editor of its whimsically-christened journal, The Asy¬ 
lum. The success of the Ninth Sale also broadened the marketplace, providing openings for dealers such as Cal 
Wilson, Charles Davis, and John Bergman to hang out their shingles. And finally, proving the old adage that 
“Westward, the course of empire wends its way,” it pulled the center of the numismatic literature field from Silver 
Spring in Maryland to Crestline, in Southern California. It is not an overstatement to say that the modern history 
of U. S numismatic literature began on June 12th, 1981, in Los Angeles when the hammers fell on the Essex 
Institute’s literary holdings. 

Ten years later, Kolbe directed another watershed in the unfolding history of U. S. numismatic literature, the 
unprecedented exhibition of selections from Armand Champa’s superb collection at the Centennial Convention 
of the American Numismatic Association in Chicago. The exhibition stretched on for an entire section of the 
exhibition gallery, filling forty-seven cases in all, and containing an eye-popping selection of numismatic litera¬ 
ture, including many singular rarities. Thousands of convention attendees who had never before looked upon a 
numismatic publication except in utilitarian terms now saw spectacular collectible pieces for the first time. And 
to enhance their appreciation, they could refer to the catalogue of the exhibition, a carefully researched and 
meticulously written piece disseminated for free and authored by George Frederick Kolbe. 

Throughout the 90s, Kolbe continued to turn out catalogues of tantalizing material, attractively presented 
and definitively described. His command of the literature enabled him to cite obscure articles that transformed 
the object at hand from a mere book or catalogue to a storehouse of knowledge and a collectible in its own right. 
His appreciation for association, provenance, and the aesthetics of binding were second to none, and rendered 
the transactions historical and aesthetic, as well as pecuniary. A careful reading of the literature of numismatics, 
both U. S. and otherwise, will reveal an astonishing number of facts, insights and judgments that, while not 
ascribed to Kolbe by the authors, owe their genesis to his cataloguing. 

“There are no second acts in American life,” F. Scott Fitzgerald famously proclaimed, but he had passed away 
long before 1998, when Kolbe again stepped in to edit The Asylum, and especially when he launched a series of 
five auctions that cumulatively made as much of an impression upon U. S. numismatic literary history as the 
Ninth Sale or the 1991 Champa exhibition catalogue. In that year, Kolbe began the auction sales that would 
dispose of the library of Harry Bass, then later, that of John J. Ford, Jr. Both of these extraordinary aggregations 
were chockablock with literary rarities that had never before crossed an auction block. New price records were 
set, finally eclipsing the realizations of the Ninth Sale, but more importantly, an entirely new generation of 
collectors was drawn to the hobby by the Bass sale (which set a record price for a numismatic library of 1.1 
million dollars), and later the extraordinary holdings of John J. Ford, Jr. Once more, numismatic literature was 
above the fold in the numismatic press, and once more, the face of the phenomenon belonged to George Kolbe. 

The catalogue you hold in your hands provides tangible proof that Kolbe’s third act is in progress. True, he 
could quit today and be assured that his labors have defined and popularized a hobby (a neat trick, this, to be 
both the scholar and the marketer), but that is not on the horizon. It warms the heart of any numismatic biblio¬ 
phile to contemplate the possibilities that lie ahead—a reprise of the Ninth Sale? Another catalogue of a marquee 
collection? Perhaps an entirely new prestidigitation from a seemingly inexhaustible bag of tricks? 

There will, of course, someday be a United States numismatic literature hobby without the active participa¬ 
tion of Kolbe. There will never be, however, a history of numismatic literature in the United States without the 
central involvement of George Frederick Kolbe. His catalogues are a legacy, but they comprise only one gift, and 
perhaps not the most significant one, he has given us. Without Kolbe the hobby of numismatic literature collect¬ 
ing would exist, but it would be an impoverished hobby by every available measure, whether the yardstick used is 
economic, intellectual, aesthetic or just plain fellowship. His greatest legacy can be found in any gathering of 
numismatic bibliophiles, whether actual or virtual, where it can be said of George, as it was said of Christopher 
Wren, “if you seek his legacy, look about you.”

PREFACE 


Linda and I are pleased to present our hundredth auction sale of numismatic literature. When I was writing 
and she was typing our early price lists, thirty-nine years ago, little did I think that these enjoyable—Linda might 
say tedious—endeavors would lead to a livelihood. The American numismatic literature market was in its infancy. 

Frank and Laurese Katen’s 1971 sales of the marvelous American numismatic library formed by George J. Fuld 
were an awakening. In the same year in Great Britain, David Edmunds, issued the first of many “John Drury” 
catalogues featuring antiquarian numismatic books and setting new bibliographical standards; ones which re¬ 
main unsurpassed. In 1969, Douglas Saville joined the book department of the venerable London numismatic 
firm of Spink & Son Ltd. Soon rare and out of print numismatic books became a focal point and Spink was (and 
is) at the forefront of the market. 

This flowering of interest became apparent to me when, after a brief hiatus, I issued a fixed price list in the early 
1970s and received multiple orders for most everything in it. This led to our first auction sale, held on February 28, 
1976. It too, was a success. In less than a decade, what seemed a pleasant diversion had become the vehicle for a 
career. And an enjoyable and fulfilling one it has been and still is. 

I love the books, but it is the people that make it so. They—I include myself—are mostly an odd lot. The 
collectors are often obsessive, the researchers frequently are as eccentric as they are brilliant, and the most de¬ 
mented of the bibliophiles are without hope when new acquisitions are, even for a brief time, not available. With¬ 
out ascribing any of these characteristics to those named, I would like to take this opportunity to acknowledge 
some of the people who have brightened my life over the years. 

On February 28,1976, the day my inaugural auction closed, I met the late Jack Collins and Alan Meghrig. Jack 
and I soon became friends; Alan and I still are. John W. Adams offered early encouragement and remains a friend 
nonpareil. The same is true of Douglas Saville. John J. Ford, Jr. made it a point to meet me at the Los Angeles 
Hilton Hotel in June, 1977, and his counsel and friendship over the years were invaluable. Marvin Lessen and I met 
in 1978, when he visited Mission Viejo to view the fine library of Bill Castenholz (Sale 4); he is the best friend one 
could hope for. Eric Newman has been a beacon. John Bergman is greatly missed. And there are so many others, 
among them Jon Kagan, Warren Baker, Dan and Connie Hamelberg, Dr. Pierre Bastien, Voji Mihailovic, Philip 
Scott Rubin, Paul and Nicole Rynearson, Joe Lasser, Kenny Lee, Richard Picker, Tony Terranova, Basil Demetriadi, 
Craig and Ron Smith, Joe Foster, Harry Bass, Ran Zander, Frank Van Zandt, Mike Hodder, Chuck and Lyn Peterson, 
Nancy Green, Bob Schuman, Harry Manville, Ira Rezak, John Burnham, Joel and Florence Orosz, Dave Bowers,

Before I could read, I remember looking at children’s books every night and conjecturing their meaning. The 
summertimes of my youth included weekly visits to the Pasadena, California Branch Library on Hill Avenue (it’s 
still there), where I replenished a never-ending supply of books to read: Wilkie Collins and The Moonstone, Eu¬ 
gene Sue and The Wandering Jew, Dickens, Austin, The Mill on the Floss, The Cloister and the Hearth, tales of the 
American frontier, on and on. Then coins. The proverbial gift from a relative led to a subscription to the Numis¬ 
matic Scrapbook, which I read cover-to-cover until I discovered girls. To combine the love of books and coins for 
these past four decades (girl, singular, too) is a dream fulfilled.

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A BRIEF GLOSSARY OF BOOK TERMS 


Addendum (plural Addenda) - Material to be included in a book 
after the text has been typeset. It may be printed separately at the 
beginning or end of the text or it may be printed on a separate slip 
of paper. 

APPENDIX (plural Appendices) - Matter that is subordinate to the 
text of a book, printed immediately following the text. 

ARMORIAL - A binding or bookplate featuring the coat of arms of 
a prior owner. 

As ISSUED - A term used to emphasize that a book is in its origi¬ 
nally issued condition and format. 

Atlas folio - The largest folio size, 17 x 26 inches. 

Backstrip - The spine or backbone of a book. 

Bibliography -1) The study of books as physical objects; 2) A list 
of books on a particular topic; 3) A list of works consulted by an 
author. 

Bibliophile - A lover of books. Literally, a friend of books and 
usually a collector of them. 

Black Letter - Also Gothic. A general term used to describe the 
group of heavy scripts which developed in Europe in the twelfth 
century. 

Blindstamping - A design and/or lettering impressed on the cov¬ 
ers of a book without the use of gold or color. 

Boards - The sides of a book, usually made of very heavy card¬ 
board. 

Bookplate - A printed label designating ownership, usually pasted 
in the inside front cover of a book. 

Book Sizes - See Format. 

Bound Book - A book with the boards attached to the contents 
before it is covered with cloth or leather. The term usually includes 
modern cased books. 

Broadside - In strict terms, a sheet of paper printed only on one 
side. 

Calf - Leather made from the hide of a calf with a smooth finish. 
Naturally light tan in color but often dyed various colors. The most 
common leather used to bind books. 

Cased Book — A book for which the boards and their covering 
material have been manufactured beforehand, usually in quantity. 
The contents are held together by a strip of cloth (the mull or su¬ 
per) glued to the spine and then to the inside of the boards. 

Clamshell Box - A protective box which completely encloses a 
book. Usually, the spine is made to resemble that of a book. 

Condition - The current state of preservation. Determination of 
condition is at best an inexact art. Completeness, unless stated oth¬ 
erwise, may always be assumed. The condition of the binding is 


usually noted first and, if the condition of the contents is different, 
a note to that effect follows. Most modern books are assigned a 
single descriptive term within which condition of the covers and 
contents are encompassed. The usual designations of condition are: 

As New/Mint - A book as bright and crisp as the day it was 
made, with no signs of wear or defects. 

Very Fine - Nearly new, with minimal signs of use or wear. 

In practical terms the finest condition in which an older book 
may usually be found. 

FINE - A nice clean copy, with only slight signs of use or wear. 
Very Good - Some wear but without serious defects. 

Good - An average used and worn book, complete. 

Reading Copy - Poor condition but usable. 

Contemporary - When applied to bindings, annotations, etc., the 
term means accomplished at or near to the time when the book 
was published. 

Cropped - A book whose margins have been severely trimmed by 
the binder. Usually, the text has been affected. 

Deckle Edge - The rough uneven edge of paper made by hand, 
caused by the pulp flowing between the frame and deckle of the 
paper mold. The deckle is the band which confines the paper in 
the mold during its manufacture. 

Dentelle - A French term meaning lace. In bookbinding it is used 
to describe a border with a lacy pattern usually applied to the in¬ 
ner edges of a book in gilt. 

Diced - A term used to describe a pattern of diamonds or small 
squares impressed in blind on the leather covers of a book. 

Disbound - A book lacking its original, or later, binding. 

Doublure - A lining of tooled leather, watered silk, or vellum, 
affixed to the inside covers of a book. 

Dust Jacket (or Dust Wrapper) - The paper covering, usually 
printed and often in color, which is wrapped around the covers of 
a book to protect it from wear and soiling. 

Edges - The three outer edges of the leaves of a book. 

Elephant Folio - An obsolete book size, usually 23 x 14 inches. 

Endpapers - The leaves of paper added to the front and back of a 
book by the binder. The outer leaf is pasted to the inside covers 
and is termed the pastedown. The inner leaf or leaves are termed 
free endpapers. 

Engraving - An illustration or decorative device printed intaglio 
from a metal plate or in relief from a woodblock. 

Erratum (plural Errata) - Errors made by the printer or author, 
discovered after the book has been printed, sometimes also called 
corrigenda. Often printed on a separate slip of paper which is in¬ 
serted or tipped into the book. 
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Ex Library - A book once in an institutional library with some or 
all of the appurtenant identification markings. 

Ex Libris - See Bookplate. 

Flyleaf - In strict terms, an added blank leaf immediately follow¬ 
ing the free front endpaper but often used to describe the free front 
endpaper itself. 

Folio - See Format. 

Fore-Edge - The outer edge of a book, parallel to the backstrip or 
spine. 

Format - In common terms, the size and shape of a book. In bib¬ 
liographic terms it is employed to indicate the size of a book deter¬ 
mined by the number of times that the printed sheets composing 
it have been folded, as follows: 

Folio - Each printed sheet is folded once. 

Quarto - Each printed sheet is folded twice. 

OCTAVO - Each printed sheet is folded three times. 

The methods of folding smaller format books often differ, so no 
standard formula can be given. Since in the early days of printing 
the size of the printed sheet differed greatly, numerous terms were 
employed, usually different in each country, to describe these sub¬ 
divisions of size. Modern books are more uniform in size and the 
following terms are those most often employed: 

FOLIO (F°) Over 13 inches or 33 centimeters tall.QUARTO (4to)- Over 
11 inches or 28 centimeters tall.OCTAVO (8vo)- Over 8 inches or 20 
centimeters tall.DuODECIMO (i2mo)- Over 7 inches or 18 centime¬ 
ters tall.S extodecimo (t6mo)- Over 6 inches or 15 centimeters 
tall.V igesimoquarto (24mo)- Over 5 inches or 13 centimeters 
tall.TRIGESIMOSECUNDO (321T10)- Over 4 inches or 10 centimeters 
tall. 

Foxed - A term describing paper which is discolored or stained, 
usually with brownish yellow spots. It is caused by chemical impu¬ 
rities in the paper. 

FRONTISPIECE - An illustration almost always facing the title. 

Full Bound - A book entirely covered in one material, usually 
leather. 

Galleys - Long sheets of paper bearing proofs of unpaged type 
composition. 

Gathering (or Section, Signature, or Quire) - The group of leaves 
formed after the printed sheet has been folded to the size of the 
book but before it is combined in proper sequence with its fellows 
for bindings. 

Gilt Edges - Book edges which have been trimmed smooth and 
covered with gold leaf. Rarely, untrimmed page edges are found 
gilt. The gold leaf serves to seal the page edges and prevents dust 
and foreign matter from soiling the pages. Often only the top edge 
is gilt. 

Goatskin - See Morocco. 

Gold Leaf - The traditional material used to letter book spines, 
for gold tooling and for gilding page edges. 

Gold Tooling - The impression of a design applied by hand with 
heated metal tools upon gold leaf that has been laid on the cover 
or spine of a book. 


Grained Leather - Tanned animal skin which has been treated to 
accentuate the natural grain or which has been impressed with 
metal dies to produce an artificial grain, usually that of a more 
expensive leather. 

GUTTER Margins - The inner margins of facing pages of a book. 

Half Bound - Usually a book with the back and corners covered 
in one material, most often leather, and the sides in another mate¬ 
rial, most often decorative paper or cloth. 

Half Cloth - A half bound book with cloth-covered spine and 

Half Leather - A half bound book with the spine and corners 
covered with leather. Morocco and calf are the leathers most often 
used in this style of binding. Traditionally, only the top edge is gilt 
in this style of binding; more often all the page edges are stained 
or marbled. 

Half Title - The leaf preceding the title page and frontispiece, if 
any, upon the recto of which is printed a usually abbreviated ver¬ 
sion of the title. Its purpose is the protect the title page from dam¬ 
age. Sometimes also called the bastard title or fly title. 

Halftone - A term used to describe a type of reproduction of 
continuous tone illustrations, most often photographs, which is 
accomplished by reducing the image to a series of tiny dots. The 
image can then be printed at the same time as type thus combin¬ 
ing low cost with good reproductive quality. Though it is by far 
the most common method now used to depict coins, an inherent 
weakness is that, under magnification, all one sees are dots. To 
some extent, computer enhancement and multiple printing im¬ 
pressions can alleviate this deficiency. 

Headband - A narrow, decorative band, usually made of colored 
thread, attached inside the top and sometimes the bottom of the 
spine of a book. Originally employed to strengthen the binding it 
persists today almost entirely as decoration. 

Headpiece - A printed decorative device or vignette printed in 
the blank space above the beginning of a chapter of a book. 

Hinges - The junction between the two halves of the endpapers 
of a book where the body of the book is attached to its covers. See 
also Joints. 

Holland - A plain-woven linen fabric used to bind books, known 
after the country where it was first manufactured. 

HOLOGRAPH - A manuscript written entirely in the hand of the 
author. 

Inclinable - The English form of Incunabulum. 

INCUNABULUM (plural Incunabula) - Literally “things in the cradle,” 
the term has come to mean books produced during the infancy of 
printing, a period somewhat arbitrarily terminated at the end of 
the year 1500. Modern usage encompasses the beginnings of printed 
literature in specific fields: thus numismatic books printed in the 
early to mid-isoos and philatelic literature from the mid-i8oos 
might respectively be termed numismatic and philatelic incun¬ 
abula. 

Inscribed Copy - Unless otherwise qualified, this term means that 
a book has been inscribed and/or autographed by the author. 
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Interleaved - A book bound with blank leaves alternating with 
the printed leaves, usually intended to allow for handwritten notes 
and additions. Thin translucent paper tipped in the gutter mar¬ 
gins of plates are more properly termed Tissue Guards. 

Japanese Vellum (or Japon Vellum) - Thick handmade paper with 
an ivory color made in Japan. Types made in Europe are often 
termed Japon Vellum. 

Joints - The exterior junction of the spine of a book with its sides. 
See also Hinges, a term describing the same interior junction. 

Label (or Lettering Piece) - Usually leather or paper upon which 
is printed or impressed in gilt or blind the title and often the au¬ 
thor of a book. It is then trimmed to size and affixed to the spine, 
or sometimes the front cover of a book. 

Large Paper Copy - One of a usually small number of copies on 
larger size than that used on the bulk of the edition. The paper 
used is often of superior quality and often such copies are intended 
for presentation, for subscribers, or for sale at a higher price than 
the standard edition. 

Leaf - A piece of paper comprised of one page on its front side 
(Recto) and another page on its back (Verso). 

Leather - Skin from any of a number of animals, treated and of¬ 
ten artificially colored for use in covering books. 

Leatherette - A bookbinding material artificially produced to 
simulate grained leather. 

Lettering Piece - See Label. 

Levant - Premium quality morocco with a distinctive, open grain, 
given a high polish and used mostly in fine bookbinding. 

Limp Binding - A style of binding books with thin, flexible covers 
made without boards. Sometimes cloth is used but more often 
vellum or leather is employed. 

Manuscript - A work written by hand. 

Marbled - A term used to describe the decorating of book edges 
or sheets of paper by transferring to them colors floating on the 
surface of a gum or size solution. The colors are drawn out with a 
stick or comb into often intricate patterns. Its use for endpapers 
gained favor in mid-seventeenth century Europe and it was the 
commonest material used for covering the sides of half and quar¬ 
ter bound books of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

Margins - The four blank borders which enclose and give em¬ 
phasis to the type area of the page of a book. According to their 
location the four margins are known as inner or gutter, head or 
top, foredge or outer, and tail or foot. Margins are an important 
component of the aesthetics of book design. 

Mint - A numismatically inspired term used to describe a sec¬ 
ond-hand book in immaculate, as new condition. 

Misbound - A leaf or gathering which has been misplaced or in¬ 
correctly folded by the binder. 

Monograph — A treatise on a single topic. 

Morocco — Sumach-tanned goatskin which has been treated to 
accentuate the grain, glazed and polished. A handsome, durable 
leather, it was first produced by the Arabs of North Africa, par¬ 


ticularly in Libya and Morocco, hence its name. It comes in a wide 
variety of colors and grains and is often used for fine bindings. 

Mottled Calf - Calfskin used to cover books which have been 
given an irregular finish by staining the leather with blots or flecks 
of acid. 

Mounted - Damaged leaves which have been laid down on or 
backed with paper. Also engravings, illustrations, photographs, etc. 
which have been pasted or attached to the pages of a book. 

Niger - A durable but soft kind of morocco often used for fine 
bookbinding. It has a fine, variable grain and the slight variation 
in color and grain give it a quality difficult to imitate. 

Offprint - A separate printing of an article or paper which first 
appeared in a larger publication. Sometimes given its own pagina¬ 
tion. 

Pagination - The sequence of numerals used to identify the pages 
of a book. 

Paneled - A term used to describe bindings in which a rectangle 
has been defined by gilt or blind ruled lines, called fillets, on the 
sides of a book. Spine panels occupy the space between the raised 
bands and the joints of a binding. 

Paper Covers (or Card Covers) - A type of binding in which pa¬ 
per covers are glued, sewn or stapled to the spine of a book or 
pamphlet. 

Pastedown - That half of an endpaper which is pasted to the in¬ 
side covers of a book. 

Photogravure - An intaglio printing process for the making by 
photographic means of an image on etched copper from which it 
can be printed on to paper. 

Plates - Whole-sheet illustrations, usually printed separately from 
the text, most often on rectos only. 

Polished Calf - Calfskin which has been given a high finish for 
use in fine bookbinding, often found on seventeenth and eigh¬ 
teenth century French bindings. 

Presentation Copy - A book spontaneously given to its recipient 
by the author. If requested by the recipient, it is more properly 
termed an inscribed copy. In both cases it is presumed that the 
author has written a suitable inscription in the book, most usually 
on the endpapers or title. 

Provenance - The pedigree of a book’s previous ownership. 

Quarter Bound - A book with its back covered in one material, 
usually leather or cloth, and the sides in another material, usually 
decorative paper or cloth. 

Raised Bands - Ridges on the spine of a book, usually four or five 
in number, where leather has been stretched to cover the cords on 
to which are sewn the sections of the text and which in turn are 
laced into the boards. On cased books, they are more properly 
termed false bands. 

Rebacked - A book which has had its spine replaced. Usually em¬ 
ployed with leather bindings, it may be assumed that the rebacking 
material is similar in composition and style to the original bind¬ 
ing unless stated otherwise. Sometimes enough of the original spine 
remains to permit its being glued to the back of the new one. 
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Recased - A book which has been re-attached to its original bind¬ 
ing. Usually, new endpapers are used. 

Recto - The upper, or obverse, side of the leaf of a book. Usually 
the right-hand side page of an opened book though in Oriental 
books the recto would be on the left. See also Verso. 

Reprint - A reproduction or reissue of a work already printed. 

Roan - A thin, soft kind of sheepskin tanned in sumach and dyed 
and finished with a smooth or embossed grain. Often used as a 
substitute for morocco, it is not nearly as durable. 

Russia - A reddish brown leather made from calf or cowhide by a 
special process and impregnated with birch-bark oil. Normally 
diced, it is attractive though seldom used today since it is not par¬ 
ticularly durable. 

Sanserif - Type without serifs. 

Self-Covered - A pamphlet whose covers are comprised of the 
same material as its contents and are an integral part of the signa¬ 
tures of which it is comprised. 

Shaken - A term used to describe a book whose contents are no 
longer firmly attached to its cover. 

Sheep - A soft leather, with little grain. It is usually of poor quality 
and inferior durability. 

Signature - The letters, or occasionally numerals, printed in the 
lower margin of the first (at least) leaf of each gathering or section 
of the text of a book. Intended to guide the binder in the correct 
assembly of the book, the term has come to mean, by extension, 
the gathering or section itself. 

SLIPCASE - A protective box for a book or set of books with one 
side open so that the spine remains visible. 

SOPHISTICATED-A term used to describe an incomplete book which 
has been made complete by replacing the missing part or parts 
from another copy. 

Spanish Calf - A light calfskin which has been decorated with 
large flecks of red and green acid dye. The practice originated in 

Spine - The part of a book which remains visible as it stands with 
its fellows on a shelf. The part of a book which is most usually 
lettered with the title, author and publisher’s name. 

Sprinkled (or Speckled) - Calf which has been darkened with small 
spots of acid. The term also is applied to the page edges of books 
which have been sprinkled with dye, usually dull red in color. 

Square - The inside margin of the covers of a book which extends 
beyond the edges of the pages and protects them. 

Straight-Grain Morocco - Goatskin treated to give it an artifi¬ 
cial somewhat parallel pattern of grain. 

Tailpiece - A decorative device usually printed in the blank space 
at the end of a chapter. 


Tall Copy - A book whose head and tail margins are larger than 
other copies from the same printing. 

Text Illustrations - Illustrations printed within pages of text as 
opposed to separately printed plates or insets. 

Three-Quarter Binding - A book with the spine and corners gen¬ 
erously covered with cloth or leather and the rest of the sides in an¬ 
other material. Theoretically, three-quarters of the width at the top 
and bottom of the binding should be so covered but, practically, 
anything much over half is considered a three-quarter binding. 

Tipped-In - Lightly attached by paste or glue, usually at the inner 
edge. Sometimes plates, errata slips and single inserted leaves are 
tipped-in. More often, the term applies to extraneous material, 
such as added illustrations, clippings, a letter from the author, etc. 

Tissue Guards - See Interleaved. 

Title-PAGE - The page at the beginning of a book giving the title, 
author’s name, publisher, and date of publication. 

Tope Edge(s) Gilt - See Gilt Edges. 

Tree Calf - Calf book covers chemically treated to effect a pat¬ 
tern on the sides resembling a tree and its branches. Popular in the 
nineteenth century. 

Typescript - An original typed manuscript or a copy of it. 

UNCUT - The page edges of a book which have never been trimmed. 

UNOPENED - A book whose component sections have never been 
trimmed at the edges or slit open with a paper-knife. 

Unsophisticated - A book in its original state as issued. 
Unrestored in anyway. (See Sophisticated). 

VELLUM - The skin of a newly born calf, kid or lamb, not tanned, 
but specially treated for writing or printing on, or for binding. 
Widely used for binding in the sixteenth and seventeenth century. 

V erso - The back, or reverse, side of the leaf of a book. Usually the 
lefthand side page of an opened book. 

Vignette - An illustration not enclosed in a border in which the 
edges of the picture usually shade off into the surrounding paper. 
Often found on the dedication and title-pages of older books. 

Watermark - A distinguishing mark or design incorporated into 
paper during its manufacture and visible when the sheet is held 
up to bright light. 

WOODCUT - The earliest form of book illustration in which an 
impression is taken from an inked wood relief engraving. 

Wormholes - Holes made in paper and bindings by the larvae of 
various beetles. 

Wrappers - Paper covers attached to a pamphlet or book and con¬ 
sidered to be an integral part of it. Usually printed and on paper 
different than that of the text.

Number Three of the Special Edition, Limited to Fifty, presented to the legendary Canadian numismatist W. W. C. Wilson, with his name 
printed on the limitation leaf and stamped in gilt on the base of the front cover. Second free flyleaf inscribed in ink: “April 25,1913. To Mr. 
W. W. C. Wilson with the compliments of Edgar H. Adams.” To our recollection, the only special edition inscribed and signed by the 
author. The extreme rarity of this special edition brings to mind Winston Churchill’s famous description of Russia as “a riddle wrapped in 
a mystery inside an enigma”. If fifty copies were indeed issued, where are they? But few copies have ever come to market, and only seven of 
the fifty supposedly issued are known by the cataloguer to have survived: No. 1: W. H. Woodin; No. 3: W. W. C. Wilson; No. 5: Elliot Smith; 
No 6: George Clapp; No. 7: Virgil Brand; No. 10: H. O. Granberg; No. 12: American Numismatic Society Library. Two of these special 
editions have surfaced quite recently; Smith in the November 5, 2005 Heritage sale, and Wilson here. The bindings of all are in less than 
perfect condition, except for the newly-discovered No. 5, and two have been rebound. Interestingly, the type style and gilt flourish seen on 
the Smith copy is different from those found on the Woodin, Granberg, and Wilson copies. In the introduction to their landmark work, 
the authors give credit to the pioneering listing of patterns by R. Coulton Davis, which appeared in The Coin Collector’s Journal during the 
last quarter of the nineteenth century. The Adams-Woodin compilation, however, was a quantum leap over anything appearing earlier, 
and for half a century it remained the standard reference on this fascinating series. Given the importance of the work, this special limited 
edition seems to be under-appreciated, due perhaps to the less than pristine nature common to nearly all of the bindings, and the false 
impression of availability implied by the stated limitation.

Deluxe Leatherbound Edition. Ex libris Armand Champa. A pleasing example. Over the years we recall having encountered only three 
examples of this magnificent work bound in full leather. It is a remarkable publication; the only work of its kind ever published. Two of the 
plates depict a counterfeit $1,000 Coupon Bond, front and back; one depicts distilled spirits, beer, cigar, and Internal Revenue stamps; the 
remainder of the plates depict genuine bonds, some combining design elements from different denominations. One plate is printed in red; 
one in red and black; five in green and black; the remainder in black only. The nine attractive coin plates were adapted from Snowden’s 1861 
A Description ofAncient and Modern Coins, in the Cabinet Collection at the Mint of the United States. Initially, this magnificent work seemed 
destined to become a best-seller. Laban Heath, the author and publisher, ordered 5,000, and later an additional 10,000 sets of the 22 plates 
from the Treasury Department Printing Bureau. Had it not been for political intrigue and actual sabotage (well chronicled in Eric Newman’s 
work on Laban Heath and his counterfeit detectors, published in the 1991 ANA Anthology), this work would doubtless be widely available 
today. In the introduction, the publisher hints at the problems by stating: “but a limited number of engravings from the original dies 
(sufficient only for this edition) have been printed, and that, by a recent change in the law, no more can be printed from the Government 
plates at the Treasury Department.” Only a very small number of copies of the book were actually issued, bound in various cloth, half 
leather and, as here, full leather bindings. Since Nehemiah George Ordway’s name usually appears in the copyright notice, this work has 
often been attributed to him. He apparently had a hand in the physical arrangement of the work but Eric Newman’s research strongly 
suggests that the author was actually Heath. Most desirable.

This imprint is not mentioned by Newman, and is only the 
second example we have ever handled. Compared with the 1869 edition, the title and subsequent contents, up to page 4, have been 
completely reset; on the title, all mention of coin plates has been deleted, and orders are now directed to Laban Heath; the table of contents 
listings have been reduced from 18 to 8; “Coins of all Nations" no longer appears in the list of illustrations; the introduction has been 
considerably reworked and reduced from four pages to two; pages 5-36 appear to be identical, from the same type; as does the following 
leaf of “Regulations for the Conversion....” though in the 1869 edition, it appears between pages 74 and 77; the bond plates appear to be 
identical; the coin plates and subsequent text, except as noted, are no longer present.

A remarkable collection formed by Frank G. Duffield, longtime A. N. A. functionary. Life member 61 (original number 334), Duffield 
joined the American Numismatic Association in 1901. He served on the Board of Governors 1905-1907, as General Secretary 1909-1910, Vice 
President 1912-1913, and as President 1913-1915- On August 1,1915 he became Editor of The Numismatist, serving in that position with 
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distinction until September 1942. The index of the first 51 volumes of The Numismatist, published in 1940, is dedicated to him. A fine 
biography by Jack Ogilvie appeared in the May 1962 issue of his beloved journal. A listing of the autographs present here follows, arranged 
alphabetically, followed by A. N. A. membership number and biographical notes where known:

While it is possible, and desirable, to add to this marvelous collection, it would probably be impossible to duplicate it. Duffield was in a 
unique position to acquire many of these autographs, some of which today are almost certainly the only surviving examples. A wonderful 
collectible in themselves, they are also of considerable utility in the identification of anonymous annotations found in auction catalogues, 
books and other numismatic publications of the era.

Numismata Typograhica is the second, greatly improved, edition of Blades’ numismatic magnum opus. It remains the standard work on 
the topic and is of exceptional rarity. The work is not recorded in Clain-Stefanelli (though a 48 page work, written in French and published 
in 1880 is cited), Grierson, nor the Dictionary Catalogue of the Library of the American Numismatic Society. It was originally issued in 
installments in the Printers’ Register from July 1878 to February 1883 and the preface further states: “A very limited number has now been 
reprinted, partly for friendly presentation, and partly to afford any one interested in the subject an easier means of reference than the pages 
of a serial publication.” In Blades’ obituary appearing in the 1890 American Journal of Numismatics, W. T. R. Marvin calls his collection of 
the medals of printers “probably unrivaled.” Marvin mentions Blades’ 1869 work but when referring to the 1883 edition underscores its 
rarity even at that time by stating: “The latter work we have not seen, but it is highly commended by those competent to judge.” Compar¬ 
ing the 1869 with the 1883 edition, the Dictionary of National Biography terms the latter “improved and enlarged.” It also notes that only 
twenty-five copies of the 1869 edition were printed (Jehne, in Uber Buchdruck-Medaillen, says 100). Judging from copies known to be 
extant, however, the lower number may be correct. William Blades was a noted printing historian and was one of the best known and 
respected English printers of his time. His works on William Caxton, England’s first printer, remain valuable even today.

(John Drury Catalogue41, 1982, page 4).“(I)t is undeniable that 
Bude's De asse was the greatest study of the kind produced by the Renaissance. In this work, 
which it is no exaggeration to call the philological masterpiece of the early Cinquecento, Bude succeeded far better than any of his human¬ 
ist predecessors in establishing the exact meanings of the monetary terminology of Greek and Roman antiquity, as well as the correct value 
not only of Roman, but also of Greek coins in relation to those of his own time... After Bude no great contribution to ancient numismatics 
appeared for some time.” (Roberto Weiss, The Study of Ancient Numismatics, 1968 Numismatic Chronicle, pages 184-185). “De Asse eiusque 
partibus (1514), based on the careful research of nine years, became the definitive text book for the study of Roman coinage and metrol¬ 
ogy.” (Rudolf Pfeiffer, History of Classical Scholarship, 1300-1850, page 101). “After the publication of De Asse, Bude was celebrated as the 
principal French humanist, equal to Erasmus, or indeed superior.” ( Contemporaries of Erasmus, 1985, Volume I, pages 214-215). Bude’s work 
was immensely popular until well into the seventeenth century. Clain-Stefanelli, in Numismatics—An Ancient Science, notes sixteen sub¬ 
sequent editions by 1550 and Richard Cooper, in Collectors of Coins and Numismatic Scholarship in Early Renaissance France, records ten 
Latin editions between 1514 and 1551 and fifteen abridged editions in French from 1522 to 1559.

Wilson’s collection is especially notable for United States gold coins, 
but includes choice United States silver coins, large cents, and half cents. The catalogue was 
the first solo effort by Samuel Hudson Chapman following the dissolution of his partner¬ 
ship with brother Henry. Of Wilson and his collection, Chapman wrote in the preface: “It 
was to the regular series of United States coins struck after the establishment of the Mint 
that the late David S. Wilson, who formed this splendid collection, devoted his attention for 
more than fifty years, continuing his studies up to the very day of his death last spring. The 
collection ranks with the finest that have ever been offered at auction.” The first five plates 
depict superb United States gold coins; plate six illustrates silver dollars; plate seven depicts 
half dollars; plate eight illustrates dimes and half dimes; and the last two plates depict choice 
large cents and half cents.

One of the most desirable Chapman sales and the finest sale ever held of mint state 
large cents. Chapman states in the preface that the Beckwith “sale of cents is one of the most exquisite 
in preservation that has ever been offered... He has more specimens with more traces or altogether of 
the original color of the metal than any set that I have ever seen.” The timing of this landmark sale 
proved to be ironic. Beckwith was a dedicated longtime large cent collector of advancing age. Though 
with considerable misgivings, he nonetheless decided to sell his large cents in 1923, thinking his days 
were numbered. He lived in regret for a number of years thereafter, not dying until the age of too!

One of the founders and president of Aluminum Company of America, Clapp’s motives in publishing this finely-produced work 
were clearly altruistic. In an April 16,1932 letter (lot 192 in our 1993 ANA sale) to Michael Powills, he reveals the reasons he issued it. Written 
in response to Powills’ request for a “review” copy of the book, it reads in part: “Yours is the fourth request I have had for free copies of my 
book, three from reviewers and one from a dealer, and I really do not feel that I can comply. The books have cost me in actual cash outlay 
more than double what I am asking for them and I am putting in my own time, of many months, at nothing. It was a “labor of love”, but 
still I feel entitled to at least a return of part of the cash. There is no doubt but what I was foolish in putting out the book in such an 
expensive form, but I took a pride in my work and wanted it to be a credit to the subject, so hunted up the best printer that I could find and 
told him to do his best.”

Truly a labor of love, this magnificent comprehensive work was begun at age 
thirty, and indeed, following his name on the atlas title, Conbrouse proudly confirms himself an amateur. Other works by the author often 
cite his surname as Combrouse and, in this work, the memorial leaf pays tribute “A la Memoire de Pierre Combrouze, la Piete Filiale.”

Engraved armorial ex libris Congreve of Congreve. Apparently the author’s own or a family copy of this extremely rare work. Kress C.505. 
Goldsmiths 22873 (although only citing the first edition of 36 pages; this second edition, beginning on page 37, features an interesting post¬ 
script rebuttal to pro-American assertions made in the London Journal of Arts and Sciences). William Congreve (1772-1828), the inventor of the 
Congreve rocket, was a true polymath. Ingenious and versatile, he also invented a parachute attachment to his famous rocket, a hydropneumatic 
canal lock, a perpetual motion machine, a gun-recoil mounting, and, more relevant to the topic at hand, stereotype plates and a color printing 
process. Congreve was a prominent member of the commission appointed by the British government to prevent the forgery of Bank of 
England banknotes. The findings, presented in the Society of Arts’ famous 1819 Report had great impact on the course of anti-counterfeiting 
measures and technology in America as well as Great Britain. Many of the suggestions for technological improvements were in fact derived 
from American sources, principally Jacob Perkins, and Congreve attempts to rebut them here, one by one, in considerable detail. Perkins had 
traveled to England in 1818 and brought with him his plan for engraving bank notes on steel. He formed a successful partnership with the 
English engraver Heath and settled in London where he resided for the remainder of his life. The aforementioned 1819 report of the Society of 
Arts was a catalyst fomenting intense controversy in the banknote engraving community over several decades, with printed fusillades emanat¬ 
ing from both sides of the Atlantic with some regularity, motivated perhaps by nationalism as much as technological merit. Congreve’s work 
is an important and instructive early treatise on the topic though often, as with other works in the genre, the engraving virtuosity displayed in 
the illustrations is today perhaps of even greater interest. For example, plate 2 features a series of small 7 i x 1 inch oval frames whose interiors 
appear to be shaded yet in fact comprise, in letters difficult to read even with a 10 power lens, part of the Charter of the Bank of England.

Arguably the best, and certainly the most enduring work on American numis¬ 
matics ever written. Sylvester Sage Crosby began gathering information for his magnum opus in the late 1860s. Nominally the head of a 
committee of six appointed by the New England Numismatic and Archaeological Society to publish a work on early American coinage, he 
soon found himself alone in that pursuit. Not only was the research and composition of the work done almost entirely by Crosby, ulti¬ 
mately he also had to publish it. “It is truly the keystone to any library of American coinage.” - Eric P. Newman. The copy at hand is 
especially desirable, being one of a very small number of copies specially bound by the author with a gilt impression of his favorite coin, 
the Nova Constellatio “Mark,” stamped on the front cover. The finest such example we recall ever to come to market. Crosby’s 1874 letter 
begins: “Finding it impossible properly to complete 'The Early Coins of America’ in ten parts, as until quite recently expected, the pub¬ 
lisher hereby announces, with regret, that he shall be compelled to extend it to eleven parts.” A prominent Southern California numisma¬ 
tist, Charles M. Johnson was an American Numismatic Association Board Member and edited the notable 1959-1960 four volume series of 
Selections From the Numismatist. His remarkable library contained most everything of importance written in English on numismatics, 
and his books and periodicals on American numismatics were virtually complete.

That is to say it is done as much 
as it can be at present, there are 40 which I know of which are not at present done, partly because some are in possession of Dogs-in-the- 
Manger like Clements and Norman.. .Then some are in the B. M... .and some few I have had, or seen, and let go.. .Anyhow I enclose a list, 
which please ta ke care of and return when done with... 1 know you have none of them, but as you are friend Davis’s curator & keeper of 
coins, I thought you would perhaps look through and see if he has any of them... I hope the business is prospering, for after all that is the 
main thing, hobbies are all very well in their way, but biz must be attended to.”; 4) a four page April 12,1901 letter to Waters from James 
Atkins reading in part: “With respect to Coventry Tokens rev: ;Head of Handel,’ 1 have my set complete. I am not anxious to sell, and 
certainly should require for them considerably more than they fetched in the ‘Davis sale.’ But then that was a very funny affair altogether, 
both as respects the high prices as well as the low, and the strange part about it is that the total is within £50 of reaching the figure I placed 
upon it!!!” [additional content on varieties of Coventry tokens is also present]; 5) an October 8,1901 letter to Waters from Lionel Fletcher 
featuring data on “Ashby” tickets, including: “Those of ‘John Ashby’ on the thin flan are of the highest rarity. Of one of the dies Mr 
Norman has a specimen.. .& the other is, so far as I know, unique.” [information on many other pieces is also included]; and 6) a March 
2,1908 letter to Waters from F. William (?), quite interesting though difficult to read, touching upon a number of different tickets, and 
including drawings of two.

It is doubtful, however, that serious work had begun on a work that certainly 
would have greatly accelerated the growth of coin collecting in America. It was not until nine years later 
that Groux’s grand vision was fulfilled in part by Montroville Dickeson. A likable scalawag, Groux’s various 
proposals over the years were rarely successful. Of the collector and his collection (a portion of which was 
sold at auction in 1874), Attinelli wrote: “This was probably the last portion of the collection of the noted 
Frenchman, who commenced some twenty-five years ago to hold forth his collection as one of almost fabulous value. Great in number it 
undoubtedly was, some pieces were certainly rare, but all were by him over-estimated. His undoubted industry in seeking and tracing out the 
origin and ‘ raison d’etre ’ was with him a labor of love, with a hope at the same time, that it would prove remunerative. The following.. .marginal 
note by his own hand, copied from one of the volumes.. .of his numismatic library, will best serve to show the straits in which he, at times, 
found himself—‘home! D. E. Groux 3 March 1857.. .have finished to-day to translate Extracts of these 7 Vol. [Kohler’s Munz Belustigung] 
and other works in French Spanish Danish and poor me after the finishing of my herculean work I have barely bread and all my poor things are 
pledged, Griddy America is a poor land for Scientific men D. E. Groux.’ It was undoubtedly in one of these straits that he, an enthusiast himself, 
sufficiently inspired a lady of his acquaintance, a resident of Washington, with a sufficient enthusiasm, to induce her to loan him several times 
its value, upon the collection which he placed in her hands as security for the loan. Years rolled on, loan nor interest being paid, till death 
removed the numismatist from his earthly idols, which, after a further lapse of years, were at this time brought under the hammer.”

The 
‘Historical Account of American Coinage,’ by John H. Hickcox, was published at 
Albany, N. Y., in August last.” — William S. Frederick Mayers (in a paper read 
before the American Numismatic Society on November 19,1858 and reprinted the 
following year in Norton’s Literary Letter). One of the true aristocrats of American 
numismatic literature. Printed on the title verso is the following limitation: “Edi¬ 
tion 200. 5 copies on large paper.” According to an annotation found in another 
large paper copy and a note in an 1883 bookseller’s catalogue issued by Charles 
Lowell Woodward, W. Elliot Woodward’s brother, at least one of the five copies 
issued had, at that early date, been “cut down,” reducing the number of surviving 
large paper copies to four. Currently, only three copies are known to have sur¬ 
vived: 1) Ted Craige’s bound copy, sold in the August 13,1983 Kolbe sale, which 
subsequently appeared in the March 23,1995 Bowers and Merena sale, unfortu¬ 
nately sans Craige pedigree; 2) the example, lacking the rear wrapper, sold in our 
July 30,1993 First ANA Numismatic Book Auction; and 3) the copy offered here, 
appropriately enough from the estate of numismatist Percy L. Rideout, whose out¬ 
standing “Bostonian Collection” of “Coins and Medals of the European Colonial 
Powers, Their Colonies and the Independent Successor States in the Americas, the 
Caribbean, Africa and Asia,” was sold in the October 24-26,1990 Bank Leu AG 
auction sale.

The 
two volumes were bound for Chretien Francois De Lamoignon (1735-1789), in his characteristic style. According to The Encyclopcedia 
Britannica , Lamoignon “entered public life at an early age and was an actor in the troubles which heralded the Revolution. First on the side 
of the parlement and later on that of the king he was one of the assistants of Lomenie de Brienne, whose unpopularity and fall he shared. 
He committed suicide on the 15th of May 1789.” A noted bibliophile, Lamoignon issued a private catalogue of his library in 1770, by which 
time he had bound most of the volumes. He was one of the first bibliophiles to routinely record the date of publication at the foot of the 
spine although on sets, he did it, as here, only on the first volume. Curiously, while the general information given is accurate: p. jobert/ 
jesuite/editeur/le baron/de la bastie, the date recorded, 1733, is incorrect. This edition of Jobert, the fourth in French, is generally re¬ 
garded as the best. Pinkerton, in An Essay on Medals, 1808 edition, pages vii-viii, notes: “The edition of 1739 is doubtless the very best; but 
this we owe to the editor (M. le Baron Bimard de la Bastie), and not to the author; and even of this edition the second volume is a mere 
farrago of useless lumber.” Bimard de la Bastie added his own notes and observations at the end of each chapter.

Two very rare pioneering works on the 
topic. The Johnson work is Copy No. 26 of the Interleaved Edition. This useful work was authorized by Bolen and enumerated his famous 
productions for the first time. It lists and describes 43 Bolen issues and 15 mules, recording numbers struck in various metals. The dispo¬ 
sition of a number of Bolen dies is also provided. Bolen’s own subsequent work carefully describes each issue, including when the dies 
were cut, numbers struck in various metals, and disposition of dies. John Adams Bolen was born in New York City in 1826. He moved to 
Springfield, Massachusetts in 1850, where he at one time conducted a die-sinking establishment. In later years he devoted his time to 
collecting old books, minerals, stamps, and coins, and had an interesting and valuable collection. He was a member of the American 
Numismatic and Archaeological Society from 1868 until his death on March 14,1906. Today, he is perhaps best known for his well-executed 
copies of American colonial coins, which have at times been mistaken as originals. His productions, however, were never meant to deceive 
and were widely publicized in early issues of the American Journal of Numismatics. An article in the February 1870 issue enumerates several 
colonial replicas and notes: “Mr. Bolen will furnish either of these pieces, in copper, for the price of Two Dollars.. .They are extremely well 
done, and may serve as substitutes for the originals till collectors have the good fortune to obtain the former.”

For a number of years, this collection was on display at the San Francisco Mint, along with 
Clifford’s trial and pattern pieces, gold and silver bars, gold nuggets, tokens, etc. Clifford had an insatiable interest in the history of the 
West, especially the California gold rush. He formed a remarkable collection of all sorts of gold rush materials, and in 1974 sold the pioneer 
and territorial gold coin component to the Kagins. Art Kagin had long been fascinated with this historic aspect of American numismatics 
and this interest was transmitted to his son Don, the first American granted a doctorate in numismatics. His thesis was, of course, on 
private gold coins and it in turn formed the basis for his subsequent standard work on the topic. After acquiring the Clifford collection, the 
Kagins began to expand it, acquiring major rarities in the Garrett sales and elsewhere. The magnificent resulting collection was superbly 
photographed by Jack Collins at the San Francisco Mint in June 1980 and the prints were made under his supervision. Cibachrome is the 
Cadillac of photographic processing, ensuring “permanent life color” prints. Production costs at the time of issue were $5,800.00 per set 
and sets were sold for $6,500.00. Illustrations of only a few coins are lacking to make this an absolutely complete photographic record of 
all private gold coin issues. For those seriously interested in this fascinating field, these spectacular color plates are an indispensable aid.

Russian coins and medals outside of the Hermitage in Leningrad. 
The 9,739 silver and copper coins and early silver ingots, the 371 
gold and 64 platinum coins, and the 1,227 silver and 32 gold and 
platinum medals, depicting the history of Russian monetary evolu¬ 
tion from the 13th to the 20th century, were bequeathed by Mr. 
duPont over a period of ten years to the Smithsonian. These coins 
had an interesting history in themselves; they belonged originally 
to the Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovitch, a Romanov Prince, a 
cousin of the last Czar Nicholas II. The Grand Duke did not survive 
the turbulent changes of the Russian Revolution, but his wife and 
daughters, Princess Xenia and Princess Nina succeeded in fleeing 
the country; the collection followed them through their peregrina¬ 
tions until it reached the United States. My husband and I heard of 
it in the early 1950s in New York; later the collection was acquired by 
lames Teodorovici succeeded in cataloguing the large holdings. The 
iPont, who in 1958 began to donate it, in yearly installments, to the 
in coins outside Russia.”

Though 160 copies were printed of the notable main work, copies rarely 
I appear on the market, perhaps because most seem to have initially 
been distributed in Masonic channels. Lyman Low claimed that “twenty 
J copies perished by fire” and a postcard in the library of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts confirms that many copies were destroyed in 
I a fire in Marvin’s office. The Medals of the Masonic Fraternity has never 
been reprinted and remains an important reference work. Marvin’s 
Supplement is extremely rare in any form. The example at hand is the 
J most complete we have ever encountered. The four others we have 
handled over the years ended at page 252, and two were missing some of the intervening text. The Supplement was lacking from both the 
Champa and Bass library sales, and the example in the American Numismatic Society Library ends at page 254. The original copy sold in 
Katen’s August 15,1974 George Fuld library sale, lot 508, ended at page 252 but lacked pages 37-38 8143-44 [not noted in the catalogue]. The 
following lot in the Fuld sale was a facsimile featuring 257 pages, “xerox’d and slightly reduced,” perhaps derived from the example at hand. 
An interesting and lengthy typewritten account of this work, on a sheet of printed John J. Ford, Jr. stationery, is also present here, reading: 
“This supplement (to the author’s ‘The Medals of the Masonic Fraternity,’ 1880) is a reprint of material that appeared in the American 
Journal of Numismatics, Vols. 42-44 (1888-1910). It is obvious that the Supplement was reset, and that various corrections or changes were 
made. The copy in the library of the A. N. S. has a typewritten index, and is ‘various paged’ (A.N.S. Library Index card, ‘Masonic,’ pg. 3196, 
A.N.S. Library Dictionary Catalogue, Vol. 4). This supplement ends on page 257. The page ends with the fifth iine of the description of the 
obverse of medal MCCLXXVII. The full description of this medal is on pg. 78, Vol. XLI (1906-07) of the A. J. N. The full description 
consists of 19 lines and an extensive footnote. Medal MCCLXXVIII (given in error as MDCCLXXVIII) is listed on pg. 139, Vol. XLIV (1910) 
of the A. J. N. The description consists of 13 lines. It is apparent that this (copy of the) Supplement lacks the final page of composition, 
which, due to the arrangement of the last signature, may not have been printed. If printed, it would have consisted of 27 plus lines. One 
plate is included with this Supplement. It illustrates medals MCCLXVIII and MCCLXIX.” It seems certain that, due to the arrangement of 
the last signature, the final page was not printed, and probably was never composed, since the other relevant pages on the side of the 
signature in question are printed.

Stereotype Steel Plates on Massachusetts Paper Currency

The rare original example of the historic act offered here effectively obtained for Jacob Perkins a 
monopoly on the manufacture of bank notes in Massachusetts. It is prominently cited in the title 
of his legendary 1809 Bank Bill Test , the first illustrated counterfeit bank note detector and one of 
the earliest works printed in America using steel plates. Indeed, on the title verso of Perkins’ work 
is found an “Extract from the Act Requiring the Several Banks in the Commonwealth of Massa¬ 
chusetts to Adopt the Stereotype Steel Plates .” The noted inventor and physicist Jacob Perkins was 
born in Newburyport, Massachusetts in 1766 and died in London in 1849. As a boy he was employed by a goldsmith who made dies for 
copper coinage of that colony. As a result, early in his career, he engraved some of the dies for the 1788 Massachusetts copper coins and he 
also engraved the Washington Mortuary Medal die. Jacob Perkins is best known numismatically, however, for his many valuable contribu¬ 
tions to the art of bank note engraving, among which his invention of a stereotype steel plate for engraving bank notes is perhaps the most 
famous. Of Perkins, Gene Hessler in The Engraver’s Line , wrote: “The entire bank note world owes much to the genius of this man.” 
Dillistin, in Bank Note Reporters and Counterfeit Detectors, 1826-1866, observes: “One individual quite conscious of the prevalence of 
counterfeiting was Jacob Perkins who took a prominent part in the art of bank note plate engraving in the early days of this country.. .his 
invention of a stereotype steel plate for engraving bank notes (was) described by him as having been ‘made up of fifty-seven case hardened, 
steel dies, an inch thick, and keyed together in a strong iron frame, which is screwed firm to a metal plate of an inch thickness.’ It was in this 
manner that Perkins found means for the substitution of steel for copper plates in engraving bank notes, thus greatly prolonging the life 
of the plate... A few months after Perkins’ death a writer made the following statement regarding the invention for which he was most 
famous: One of the most important of his inventions was in the engraving of bank-bills. Forty years ago counterfeiting was carried out 
with an audacity and a success which would seem incredible at the present time. The ease with which the clumsy engravings of the bank- 
bills of that day were imitated, was a temptation to every knave who could scratch copper; and counterfeits flooded the country to the 
serious detriment of trade. Perkins invented the stereotype check-plate, which no art of counterfeiting could match; and a security was 
thus given to bank paper which it had never before known.”

A rather remarkable group of these fascinating publications, acquired from a coin firm years ago located in Dallas, a likely nexus. The 
various editions are notable for their unusually fine condition, and for the noteworthy data recorded in the later editions. Mehl undoubt¬ 
edly set these volumes aside at the time of publication to register dates of issue, the extent of various editions, noteworthy landmarks (i.e., 
the issuance on June 15,1928 of copy number 50,000 of the twenty-first edition of The Star Coin Book), and other details pertinent to their 
publication. Adams page 55: “The year 1906.. .marks the birth of the Star Coin Book. Starting at less than too pages for a price of ten cents, 
this publication was to evolve into countless editions of the Star Rare Coin Encyclopedia, containing over 200 pages for sale at $1.00. 
Circulation, only 10,000 at the start, was to increase by a factor of ten.” The Star Rare Coin Encyclopedia and its less expensive cousin, The 
Star Coin Book, alone made Mehl a wealthy man. His advertising genius resulted in huge sales over half a century. Without exaggeration, 
it was the main factor in the popularization of coin collecting in America until the appearance in 1946 of Richard Yeoman’s even more 
ubiquitous Guide Book of United States Coins.

The Deluxe Leatherbound Edition. Ex Russell H. Renz with his name stamped in gilt 
at the base of the front cover and inscribed on the front free flyleaf: “With my compli¬ 
ments and good wishes to my esteemed friend Dr. Russell Renz.

Max Mehl.” A coin collector for over a quarter century, Atwater’s penchant for quality 
is evident throughout the sale. Indeed, the superb condition of the coins have prompted 
- 1 many to consider it superior to the Dunham collection in overall importance. Mehl 
himself, in a 1946 letter to Thomas Elder, described the Atwater auction as “the most important I have ever held.” Perhaps fewer than half 
a dozen deluxe Atwater catalogues were originally issued by Mehl. Two others are currently known to us, one originally presented to Abe 
Kosoff and another to J. F. McDermott. The owner of the volume at hand, Dr. Russell H. Renz, wrote an interesting 1938 “Treatise on the 
Subject of‘Private and Territorial Gold Coins of the United States’ ” and his outstanding collection of United States and pioneer gold coins 
was sold at auction by Mehl in 1948.

The 
first copy we have ever encountered of this delightful volume describing and depicting coin cabinets 
and library furniture in great detail, many cleverly mechanized. Schubler provides detailed instruc¬ 
tions on the fabrication of his collectors’ cabinets and depicts all ten of them in both elevation and 
section. His book cupboards are designed to hold as many as eight hundred volumes and contain 
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complicated mechanisms which allow for rotating volumes. His four coin cabinets are outstanding 
in both their baroque grandiosity and mechanical virtuosity. One of them, an ornate cylindrical 
cabinet, is designed to house 12,000 coins. Apart from Jacob de Wilde’s 1730 “Selecta Numismata 
Antiqua,” featuring four finely engraved plates of his ingenious Nummophylacium, this must be the 
earliest and best work on the topic, being quite detailed in its coverage of these specialized Wunder- 
kammern.

Unique 
colonials. Definitive N.J. it.” With original plates, the Maris sale is among the rarest and most desirable American auction catalogues ever 
issued. Although it is stated in the catalogue that fifty plated examples were to be issued, it would appear that only a handful of copies were 
actually distributed and the whereabouts of about a half dozen or so are currently known. The first plate mostly depicts rare United States 
silver coins; the second and third plates illustrate rare United States patterns; plate four depicts large cents for the most part; and the last 
two plates illustrate the highlights of the famous Maris collection of New Jersey coins which was sold as a single lot at the sale and 
remained intact until dispersed at the Garrett sale a century later. In the preface, Smith described the collection thus: “In offering the 
American, Colonial, and Pattern Departments of the Cabinet of Dr. Maris at public auction, I would direct attention to the fact that there 
is scarcely an undesirable piece in the Catalogue. A number of the coins are believed to be unique; very many are of great rarity; and all, 
with few exceptions, are in unusually fine condition... I think it may safely be said, without fear of contradiction, that never before has 
there been a one day’s sale that contained so many rare and valuable American coins.” Smith concludes by noting: “It may appear singular 
to some that I should have a coin sale in Philadelphia. In deference to the wishes of Doctor Maris, it was concluded best to have the sale in 
the city where he resides. I acknowledge material assistance from the owner, in the preparation of the catalogue.” Indeed. Except for the 
separately issued Preface often not present, Harlan Page Smith’s name does not appear anywhere else in the catalogue. The review of the 
sale in the October, 1886 American Journal of Numismatics sheds light on these curious circumstances: “Dr. Maris having prepared his own 
catalogue of his own collection, offered the same at auction through Messrs. Stans (sic) V. Henkels & Co., Philadelphia, June 21st last. Some 
statements having been made as to this sale which are incorrect, we are authorized to say, that although the name of a New York dealer was 
placed on the title page, that gentleman did ‘not own a single piece in it,’ and Dr. Maris was ‘driven to the necessity of placing it there by the 
attitude of other dealers, who protested against a collector cataloguing his own collection.’ We have no knowledge who the dealers were 
who so protested, but our information as to matters alluded to comes to us most directly. The collection was rich in the specialties in which 
Dr. Maris has so long been interested and brought good prices.”

I beg you will do me 
the honor of accepting it, as a trifling manifestation of the sincere friendship, 
and esteem I entertain for one whose efforts in the cause of sound literature, and 
pure morals, entitles him to the gratitude of every true lover of our Country.”

It is notable in several respects: 1) for the first time, 
gold and silver proof sets were no longer to “be given out at their intrinsic value” 
and “no person or institution shall obtain more than one set of said coins.”; 2) 
tacitly admitting that he had ordered the restriking of rare coins and patterns 
(including the 1804 dollar) in order to facilitate “the formation of a ‘Washing¬ 
ton Collection’ at the Mint,” and having been greatly embarrassed by the ap¬ 
pearance of said 1804 dollar restrikes, Snowden avers that “it is deemed inexpe¬ 
dient to make any further exchanges of pattern or trial pieces"; 3) he disingenu¬ 
ously declares that “Hereafter, therefore, the only specimen pieces that will be 
given out at the Mint will be the master-coins of the current year, commencing 
with the year i860.”; and 4) in closing, he declares that “These will be prepared 
for delivery as soon after the commencement of the year as the business of the Mint will permit.” Snowden’s handwritten note at the end 
concerns this final statement, reading: “Dear Sir, In reply to your letter of the 8 th inst I have to state that the proof coins i860 will be ready for 
distribution in about two weeks, when you can be supplied with a set for yourself & one for your friend, (signed) J. R. S., Feb. 9,1980.” In just 
seven weeks, Snowden appears willing to break his own rules by allowing his correspondent to obtain two proof sets.

Catalogued for dispersal at auction, this superb collection of colonials, patterns 
and United States gold and copper coins was purchased en bloc by Parmelee; thus the sale never took place. Though 150 copies were 
reportedly printed as a record of the collection, copies are very rare today. The catalogue has come to sale on a number of occasions in 
recent years but the same one or two copies account for the majority of these appearances. The Floyd B. Newell copy, for example, was 
originally sold in 1968 by Frank Katen and subsequently passed through our hands on four occasions. To our knowledge, only five or six 
different copies have been sold in the last two decades. Plate one depicts rare colonials, including a Brasher doubloon; the second plate 
illustrates choice large cents and half cents, including a 1795 Jefferson Head cent, a few rare gold coins, and rare United States silver coins 
featuring an 1804 dollar (noted “false” by a pencil note in this copy); the third plate depicts choice early cents and half cents; plate four 
illustrates gem proofs; and the final plate depicts rare patterns.

The example at 
hand features uniformly superb impressions of the plates and is perhaps the finest illus¬ 
trated 1 copy we have ever encountered. Photographic prints of this era seem by nature to 
be quite variable in quality. This is largely attributable to the imperfect photographic “fixing” solutions in use at the time and, often, the 
prints have continued to expose slowly over time. In the numismatic arena, the Chapman brother and United States Coin Company plates 
seem to be especially susceptible and the great majority of plated Malcolm Jackson catalogues encountered seem to contain at least a few 
plates of questionable quality, a problem non-existent in the example at hand. The first three plates depict rare United States gold coins; 
the fourth illustrates a few remaining gold dollars, several pioneer gold rarities and United States silver dollars; the next plate depicts silver 
dollars and half dollars; plate six illustrates lower denomination United States silver coins and four 1793 cents; plates seven and eight depict 
the remaining cents; plate nine illustrates half cents; the remaining six plates depict Jackson’s remarkable pattern coins. The catalogue, in 
fact, contains one of the finest offerings of American patterns ever sold, with an impressive array of rarities in all series. Jackson was a 
Boston stock broker who began collecting coins in 1888. Nearly 500 patterns were listed, comprising, according to the auction firm, “the 
largest and finest collection ever catalogued for sale.” The plated edition, “bound in fine blue cloth, stamped with gold,” sold for $5.00. 
While perhaps a bit more available than other plated United States Coin Company sales, it would appear that relatively few “De Luxe 
edition” copies were issued and they seldom come to market today.

(1,250.00) 
One of only a few copies originally prepared and the only example known in 
private hands. Possibly unique. It comprises a monumental report on the secu¬ 
rity or lack thereof, in these three Government facilities. It was prepared by 
York and Sawyer Architects in February 1910 and presented to Franklin 
MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury, having been prompted by the Treasury 
Department’s request “to report on the reassignment of space in, and the re¬ 
pairs and remodeling of the interior of the Treasury Building, Washington D.C.; 
the Mint Building, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania: and the Sub-treasury, New York 
City.” The firm’s critique of the Treasury Building is devastating, describing in 
detail the lack of protection against theft, fire risks, etc. The architectural firm’s 
report on the Philadelphia Mint Building is also very critical. In discussing the 
six basement vaults, one of which contained 110 million silver dollars and an¬ 
other 300 million dollars of gold coins, it notes that “Access to them through the wooden and glass skylights over the Medal Room... is 
direct and easy. Tunneling presents no difficulty.. .such an operation as an attack on the 300 millions in Vault F (would be) easier and more 
comfortable than legitimate mining was a few years ago.” After describing the twelve additional vaults on the first and second floors, weak 
points are noted, not the least of which is that “the members of a Government Watch are hired, usually, not because of their intelligence 
and physical prowess, but because they lack either the character or capacity to do anything else.” The critique of the New York Sub- 
Treasury Building is also severe. The photographs and descriptive text found in this imposing volume provide numismatists with a wealth 
of information available nowhere else. Items of interest depicted and described include: bundles and carts of paper money awaiting 
destruction; the Macerator; female employees counting paper money before destruction: “The money is dirty and this room can be 
smelt... from anywhere in this corner of the building;” various views of Redemption Bureau paper money counting operations; canceling 
machine room: “Each counter brings her counted notes here, sees them canceled with four punch-holes, two in each end and returns them 
to the tellers;” Cutting-room: “After cancellation the notes are cut in half lengthwise and made into packages;” various Loans and Currency 
Division and National Bank Redemption Agency money counting operations; packing and sealing operations; storage of currency paper; 
vaults for the storage of gold and silver coins; bond vaults; the Sub-Treasury Coin Room; etc.; etc. A fascinating pictorial record of a 
bygone era, of particular import to those seriously interested in American numismatic and financial history.

Bassoli, in Antiquarian Books on Coins and Medals, 2001, also concurs (“excellently 
concise”), and goes on to write: “Enea Vico is the first numismatic writer not to have been 
deceived by contemporary forgeries. Moreover, he did not only interest himself in the ‘por¬ 
traits’ but in the coins themselves, and also illustrated the reverses.” Further commentary on 
this most important early numismatic author may be found in Edith Elmburg-Ruppelt’s Der 
systematische Ausbau derNumismatik im Werk Enea Vicos (1523-1567), in Wissen-schaftgeschichte 
der Numismatik, 1995.

Wisconsin, U. S. A.” Clain-Stefanelli 1933. An attractive, well-produced work, interesting and 
still useful. The ownership inscription is carefully written in what appears to be a boyish 
hand. Newell (1886-1941), was born in Kenosha and apparently lived there until he attended 
Yale University, earning bachelor of arts and master of arts degrees in 1907 and 1909 respec¬ 
tively. He devoted his entire adult life to numismatics and one cannot help but conjecture if the early acquisition of the evocative, beauti¬ 
fully illustrated, volume at hand provided impetus. Newell joined the American Numismatic Society in 1905 and in 1916, at age 30, he was 
named its president, a position he would hold until his untimely death in early 1941 at the age of 55. The society prospered under his 
guidance and his many standard works on the coinage of Alexander the Great and his successors, published under its auspices, secured 
Newell recognition as “perhaps the greatest numismatist of his generation.”
